Its been about 3 month now since our last meeting, but that 
doesn’t mean that our club or Atari has been at a stand 
still. | 


As for the club Neville and myself have been working on 
the Public Domain Library. At the time of this writing we 
have 85 disks In the library, but this number should 
increase greatly as the year progresses. The complete 
catalog with descriptions will be Included on this month 
disk of the month. 3 


Both Atari and other third party developers have been 
busy with software and hardware projects. The Atari IBM 

emulator is sald to be a priority once again. This emulator 

will be hardware based and probably plug into the 

cartridge port. Also being hardware based the running 
speed should be good. 


The Atari Portable ST Is said to be their number one 
priority and will probably be out by the end of the year. It 
will have a LCD screen and a possible (rumored) built In 
hard drive. | 


~ Also Atari is developing their 4th version of tos. This tos Is 
due out by the end of the year and will have many 
improvements over the originals. Tos started with version 1 
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lad to some incompatibility with certain programs. Version 
4 will clear up at least some of the incompatibilities as well 
as adding many features which are new to all versions of 
tos Including a new and Improved Item selector. For more 
info on tos 4 see Neville’s article In this issue. 


Third party support seems to be healthy for the ST with 
many very good products coming out which should 
strengthen Atari’s position in the computer world. 


‘Quantum Microsystems Inc. has finally released their ST 
Talk Professional. This seems to be a very powerful 
terminal program which uses custom fonts allowing either 
80 or 140 columns inside a gem window and belleve me 
the 140 columns Is even readable on the color monitor 
although It Is a little fussy. On the monochrome monitor the 
140 column text Is crystal clear. This program should be a 
strong contender for the top ST terminal program. The 
other two contenders for top terminal program- Interlink 
ST and Flash are continuing to support the ST strongly 
through numerous upgrades. My current favorite Is 
Interlink but 1 suspect this Is only because | have yet to use 
ST Talk Professional, this one looks very good. Look for 
my review of these 3 term programs for the ST In an 
upcoming Issue of GOOD TASTE.

A VISIT TO MAST HQ IN MINNEAPOLIS 


by Neville Denetto 


It is atways Interesting to visit a larger city such as 
Minneapolis; in my case it was more so because of a very 
informative and enjoyable 3-hour visit with Jim Schultz, 
President of MAST (Minnesota Atari ST). 1 was trying to 
take notes as Jim was speaking and demonstrating several 
programs. Hopefully, accuracy was not sacrificed In my 
transcription of these notes here at home. A summary 
follows... 


MAST Is a user group of about 60 active ST users. They 
meet on the third Friday of each month, with 20 to 30 
members In attendance at each meeting. The monthly 
newsletter Is a combined venture, with the Atari 8-bit user 
group SPACE (Saint Paul Atari Computer Enthusiasts) as 
the partner. 


As far as possible, each meeting has a theme. The 
meeting that | missed In August was game oriented. There 
were 6 ST”’s/Megas In operation simultaneously, and each 
one was used to run a game; the evening was a big 
success. 


MAST has an extensive public domain library. It is Jim’s 
job (yes, he Is also the Librarian) to update the Ilbrary by 
searching the various bulletin boards for the latest PD 
programs and Information. At the present time they have 
over 200 disks, with 5 or more new disks being added 
gach month. 


One of the big attractions at each meeting Is... you guessed 
it... the Disks of the Month. Jim puts together 7 to 10 
DIFFERENT disks each month. Most of them are theme 
disks, as follows: Utilities, Games, Applications, Pascal, 
GFA, C, Demos etc. The biggest sellers are the first 3 
categories le. Utilities, Games, and Applications. All files 
are In an un-arced form; each disk costs $6.00. Jim tells 
me that selling 75 to 100 disks a month Is not uncommon. 
The 1040ST, disk drive and monitors that are used at each 
meeting belong to the Club. Many of the members are 
younger programmers; my guess Is that the average age 
of the group Is about 25. Jim himself is a C-programmer, 
though he also gets into other languages. He uses a 
520ST upgraded to 1 Meg, one SS drive, one DS drive, a 
§.25 in IBM compatible drive, a 30 Meg hard drive, 2 


monitors, a 2400 baud modem, switches for monitors, 
drives etc...a truly dedicated ST user. 


The Group has Its own BBS which members can access. 
Blank DS disks sell for $1.15 each, and 200 pin-feed 
labels cost $2. The disks and labels are available at each 
meeting. 


Thanks very much for your time, Jim, and | am looking 
forward to being in closer touch with your group and 
yourself, now that | have paid the $15 membership to Join 
MAST.

THIS IS *NOT* A SOLICITATION FOR BETA TEST SITES!

PUBLISH THE STATUS OF THE NEW PRODUCTS. 


The Beta shipments of the new ST/Mega TOS went out to 
Atari subsidiaries this week. Some have even arrived 
already. Beta versions of the new Hard Disk utilities and a 
disk “cache” program were included.

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Each subsidiary has been Invited to select a small set of 
Beta sites, and has been requested to ensure that each 
such site accepts, In writing, certain terms and conditions, 
Including: 

no coples to be made products and documentation are 
prerelease and without warranty all communications are to 
be made solely to the Atarl subsidiary, and not through 
public channel all copies and documentation to be 
returned to Atarl subsidiary on demand weekly report 
indicating name(s) of tester(s), tests performed, observa- 
tions to be filed with Atarl subsidiary each Friday any bug 
reports to be first verifled against the currently released 
hardware/firmware, to ensure problem Is with new TOS 


We want to know what works as well as what doesn’t work. 
A report of “no problems” Is worthless ff it Is not 
accompanled by an explanation of what testing has been 
performed. ff a program falls, ft is critical that it be tested 
with other RELEASED configurations, so that it Is very clear 
whether or not the failure is attributable solely to the new 
TOS. 


In our testing we have found MANY Ill-behaved programs 
which fail because they appear to access beyond the 
Mega 4’s 4MB RAM limit. | belleve they are accessing “Just 
beyond” where they are supposed to, and it’s only on the 
Mega 4 where they run out of physical address space 
rather than physical memory. Almost all programs which 
fall this way have been retested on the current TOS and 
fall in a similar way. 


This beta release is not the final one. Programs should not 
be modified to look for the date encoded In this version. 


PLEASE DO *NOT* CONTACT ANYONE IN ATARI R&D 
TO SUPPORT THIS BETA TEST. ALL ENQUIRIES 
SHOULD BE DIRECTED TO THE TECHNICAL MANAGER 
OF THE APPROPRIATE ATARI SUBSIDIARY, OR TO JOE 
FERRARI (408-745-2010) IN THE USA. The R&D group 
must now address the port of TOS to revised and new 
hardware platforms, and so | would appreciate your NOT 
disrupting the development activity. We have support 
groups In place, and they MUST be your first line of 
support If development of new products Is to continue at 
optimum speed.
